NEW ARRESTS SHOW CLERICS SPLIT; VIOLENCE ESCALATES

TEHRAN Iran’s government said Sunday it arrested the 
daughter and four other relatives of former President 
Hashemi Rafsanjani, one of the country’s most power- 
ful men, in a move that exposed a rift among the ruling 
Islamic clerics over the disputed presidential election. 

State media also reported at least lo more deaths, 
bringing the official toll for a week of confrontations 
to at least 17. State TV inside Iran said 10 were killed 
and 100 injured in clashes Saturday between demon- 
strators contesting the result of the June 12 election 
and black-clad police wielding truncheons, tear gas and 
water cannons. 

Police and members of the Basij militia took up posi- 
tions in the afternoon on major streets and squares, 
including the site of Saturday’s clashes. There was no 
word on any new clashes Sunday, although after dark 
many people in Tehran went to their rooftops to shout 
“Death to the dictator” and ‘AUahu akbar,” a common 
form of defiance in recent days. 

State-run Press TV reported that Rafsanjani’s eldest 
daughter, Faezeh Hashemi, and four other unidentified 
family members were arrested late Saturday. On Sunday 


evening, it said the four others had been released but 
that Hashemi remained in detention. 

Last week, state TV showed images of Hashemi, 46, 
speaking to hundreds of supporters of opposition can- 
didate Mir Hossein Mousavi. He alleges fraud in the 
recent election, which the government said President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad won. 

After Hashemi’s appearance, hard-line students gath- 
ered outside the Tehran prosecutor’s office and accused 
her of treason, state radio reported. 

The arrests are the strongest sign yet of a serious 
divide among Iran’s ruling clerics. 

Also Sunday, Parliament Speaker Ali Larijani said on 
state TV that the number of people questioning the 
election results was large and “this group should be 
respected and one should not mix this big population’s 
account with a small group of rioters,” 

Underscoring how the protesters have become 
emboldened despite the regime’s repeated and omi- 
nous warnings, witnesses said some shouted “Death 
to Khamenei!” at Saturday’s demonstrations— another 
sign of once unthinkable challenges to the virtually lim- 
itless authority of the supreme leader.

I without cheating makes more sense than monogamy

REDEYE 

When Amul Kumar introduced himself to Joseph Prather at 
a science fiction convention three years ago, he said, byway 
of greeting: “Pm going to feed you shots so that I can make 
out with your wife later ” 

To monogamous ears, those are fighting words. But 
Prather and his wife, Patricia Bennett, practice polyamory 
a lifestyle that encourages cultivating multiple romantic 
relationships openly and honestly Kumar and Bennett had 
already established chemistry, and both were game; Prather, 
though shocked at first by Kumar’s brazen proposal, accept- 
ed the invitation. 

Today, Kumar, Prather and Bennett are in a relationship 
known in polyamory parlance as a “vee,” because the struc- 
ture resembles the letter “V”: Bennett, representing the 
center point, is married to Prather and is dating Kumar, but 
Prather and Kumar are not romantically involved with each 
other (though they are close friends). 

Unlike swingers, who swap or add partners to spice up their 
sex lives, polyamorists maintain multiple intimate relation- 
ships that are emotional as well as sexual— “swinging with 
breakfast,” some call it. The “vee” is one of many forms of 
polyamory, which, once you add hierarchies and outside part- 
ners, can begin to look like an extended family of lovers. 


Prather, a 33-year-old truck driver, and Bennett, a 28 -year- 
old airline reservationist, have the “primary” relationship 
and live together in Elk Grove Village, Kumar, a 33-year-old 
photographer, has his own apartment in Edgewater and is 
the “secondary” partner. All three of them can have addi- 
tional relationships as they please —Bennett has a “tertiary” 
partner, who in turn has his own fiance, and Kumar dates reg- 
ularly as he searches for a primary partner of his own— but 
they’re bound by rules of conduct that hold them account- 
able to their trio, 

Sound complicated? It can be. The relationships take 
work, scheduling is paramount and partners are not immune 
to jealousy But for some people, enjoying multiple serious 
romances without cheating feels healthier than committing 
to one person for life— and society increasingly is taking 
notice, 

Polyamory was a topic of discussion at the second annu- 
al Alternative Sexualities Conference at the Center on 
Halsted, held May 21, which was designed to help clinicians 
and researchers understand sexual subcultures. Though no 
statistics show the ranks of the polyamorous are increas- 
ing, anecdotally there seems to be growing awareness of and 
interest in the lifestyle, particularly among young adults, 
said Richard Sprott, executive director of the Berkeley- 
based Community- Academic Consortium for Research on 
Alternative Sexualities, 

“Many people question if 
one person can fulfill all of their 
needs,” Sprott said, “They want to 
explore many parts of themselves 
and not put such a burden on one 
person. And they want to do it 
honestly, ethically, upfront,” 

It’s not a topic to broach lighdy 
Sprott said. Telling your partner 
you want to try nonmonogamy “is 
a very powerful statement” that 
begets insecurities and, with the 
conversation alone, can change the 
nature of the relationship, he said. 
Some therapists warn that poly- 
amory at its core is unworkable. 
People are hard-wired to want 
the security of connecting pro- 
foundly with one other person, 
said Josh Hetherington, a mari- 
tal and family therapist with the 
Eamily Institute at Northwestern 
University, When a partner has 
additional intimate relationships. 


Loving the polyamorous life 


There’s no reliable data showing how many 
people practice polyamory, leaders in the 
poly community say, but they say there has 
been a boom in people seeking information 
about the lifestyle, 

“Eifty percent of people checking it out 
actually become interested, and the other 
50 percent decide it’s just not for them,” 
said Robyn Trask, executive director of 
Loving More, a Colorado-based magazine 
for the poly community. 

Loving More has 1,500 subscribers to the 
magazine and 15,000 people in its database, 
which includes people who have attended 
polyamory conferences, Trask said. 

Of the eight or nine polyamory retreats 
and conferences held in the US, each year, 
the largest is the PolyLiving Conference 


outside Philadelphia, which drew 120 
people this spring, Trask said. The first 
Chicago Polyamory Conference was 
scheduled for this year, but it was canceled 
because of low registration. 

Since 2005, a Chicago woman who goes 
by Cunning Minx has hosted a weekly 
podcast about her adventures in poly- 
amory (polyweeklyxom). There are two 
active polyamory Meetup groups in the 
area— an 8 -month-old Chicago group has 
127 members and a 3-year-old Eox Valley 
group has 38— and a polyamory book 
club meets monthly. The PolyChi Yahoo! 
Group, founded in the late ’90s, has more 
than 1,000 members and hosts a monthly 
PolyKaraoke night at Sidekicks, a karaoke 
lounge in Irving Park, alexia elejalde-ruiz 
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Patricia Bennett is married to Joseph Prather (ieft).

even if the/re transparent, there’s a high risk that one part- 
ner will feel security is threatened, 

‘Anyone I’ve come across who wants to have multiple part- 
ners or multiple relationships, somebody is feeling burned by 
that,” Hetherington said. 

Young couples who have higher sex drives might be able to 
sustain polyamorous relationships for awhile, but eventually 
jealousy “gets to be corrosive on the {primary] relationship,” 
and they return to monogamy, said Lonnie Barbach, author 
of “Erotic Edge” and a psychologist on the clinical faculty of 
the University of California Medical Center, 

But just because monogamy works for most people doesn’t 
mean it works for everyone, said therapist David Rodemaker, 
who runs Many Loves, a workshop that meets monthly at 
the Center on Halsted for people practicing or interested in 
consensual nonmonogamy. 

Though he doesn’t endorse one lifestyle over another, 
Rodemaker said he said he has known people who have sus- 
tained successful polyamorous relationships for years. The 
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eight to lo people who show up at the Many 
Loves sessions discuss “the same kind of stuff 
that comes up during couples counseling,” he 
said, including jealousy 

For example, Prather said he feels jealous 
when he feels he’s not spending enough time 
with Bennett. So they devised a schedule, with 
Bennett spending alternating weekends with 
Prather and Kumar. 

To regulate their outside relationships, the 
trio abides by sets of rules: They use protection, 
and each person tells the others of new part- 
ners “within a reasonable time frame.” Bennett 
also declared that Prather and Kumar have veto 
power over her partners if they don’t pick up a 
good vibe. And Prather stipulates that Bennett 
must enjoy herself, because “otherwise, what’s 
the point?” 

Bennett, a former serial monogamist who 


bounced from one committed relationship to the 
next, said she’d “never felt inclined to” monoga- 
my Cheating was a problem in relationships, but 
what bothered her most was the lying. 

“I preferred honesty over whether or not 
they were actually being faithful,” said Bennett, 
who was introduced to polyamory by Prather, 
who’d had a history of open relationships. 

Bennett added: “The hardest part was get- 
ting used to the fact that it was OK.” 

Social stigma is another big challenge. People 
have lost custody of their children or their jobs 
because of their lifestyle. 

Lissa Melton of Aurora, one of the organiz- 
ers of the FoxValley Polyamory Meetup group, 
said she joined another Meetup group recently 
in hopes of participating in their game nights 
and finding playmates for her 2-year-old son. A 
few days later, she got a note from the organizer 


saying that her affiliation with polyamory made 
others uncomfortable. She was removed from 
the group. 

“It isn’t the first time that I have wondered 
about being open about my lifestyle choices, 
but one of the things we value is honesty,” said 
Melton, 33, who has been married for 13 years 
and polyamorous for seven. 

To many, multiple partners may seem like 
more trouble than they’re worth. But Prather 
said Kumar brings important elements to his 
marriage: a different point of view, a companion 
for Bennett, and another person to turn to in 
hard times. 

“He’s like family; he’s on our emergency con- 
tact list,” Prather said. 

And if Bennett and Kumar broke up? 

“I’d be heartbroken,” Prather said.

’90s to describe a lifestyle of being 
involved in multiple loving relationships 
at once, is perhaps best defined by 
what it is not. 

It is not swinging, which emphasizes 
sex without love. It is not an orgy, which 
is group sex. And it is not cheating, as 
a central tenet of polyamory is to be 
honest and transparent about all your 
relationships. 

There are endless permutations of 
polyamory, and every relationship has 
its own rules. 

Here’s a peek at some poly 
terminology. 

Triad 

A relationship involving three partners. 

Vee 

A type of triad in which one person 
(the “hinge” of the “V”) has a stronger 
relationship with two of the partners 
than they have with each other. 

Quad

“Feeling joy in the joy that others 
you love share among themselves, 
especially taking joy in the knowledge 
that your beloveds are expressing 
their love for one another,” according 
to the Web site for the Colorado-based 
polyamory magazine Loving More 
(lovemore.com). 

Polyvangelist 

A person who thinks polyamory is the 
best lovestyle (another term) and tries 
to convert the monogamous. 

Polyfidelity 

A group of partners in which everyone 
is faithful to one another; group 
marriage (think “Big Love,” but with 
women also able to have multiple 
partners). 

Spice 

Plural of “spouse.”

The refusal of some Chicago taxicab drivers 
to accept credit cards leads to hundreds of 
complaints to city officials each year, rank- 
ing third behind reckless driving and rude 
behavior, records show. 

The aversion to plastic among cab drivers 
is actually the No. i complaint they receive, 
taxi industry executives say “The biggest 
thing I’ve heard from the public is the driv- 
er doesn’t want to accept credit cards,” said 
Jeffrey Feldman, president of Taxi Medallion 
Management, LLC. 

But now, officials hope new touch-screen 
equipment being installed in the back seats 
of up to 2,600 Chicago taxicabs will help 
address the problem. 

The devices give passengers the option to 
swipe credit or debit cards instead of hand- 
ing over the cards, or cash, to the driver. 

The TV-like screen presents a running tab 
during the trip and at the end of the ride an 
itemized bill generated by the cab meter, 
including any surcharges and tolls. It also lets 
customers add a tip onto their charge card. 


MORE TO COME 

About 30 Chicago taxis are equipped 
with the touch-screen payment method. 
Starting in July, the devices will be installed 
in about 760 Yellow, Checker Taxi and 
Blue Diamond Taxi cabs managed by Taxi 
Medallion Management, said President 
Jeffrey Feldman. Plans call for expanding 
the program to cover all the 2,600 taxis in 
the Yellow fleet, he said. There are about 
6,700 registered taxis in Chicago. 



The screen displays suggested gratuities cor- 
responding to rates of 15 percent, 20 percent 
and 25 percent. The customer also can use a 
keypad to enter a different tip amount, or 
provide a cash tip if desired. 

The technology will likely take away a 
ploy carried out by unscrupulous drivers — a 
minority among the city’s 15,000 taxi driv- 
ers —who pretend the credit-card processing 
machine in the front of their cab is broken. 

There’s another benefit to the back 
seat displays. The touch-screen comput- 
ers, equipped with Google Maps software. 


enable passengers to monitor their trip. The 
mapping system lays down “bread crumbs” 
that track each cab trip. 

It can be used as a navigation tool by pas- 
sengers, making it obvious if a cabbie takes a 
longer route just to inflate the fare. The trick 
falls under the heading of cab overcharges, 
which generated more than 600 complaints 
to the city in 2008. 

Chicago taxi drivers have been required 
to accept credit or debit card payments 
for years, although Norma Reyes said the 
rule was not tightly enforced until she was 
appointed commissioner in 2004 of the 
Chicago Department of Business Affairs 
and Consumer Protection, which regulates 
the taxicab industry in Chicago. 

Veteran taxi driver Wale Ajose said he 
likes the back seat technology because it 
helps minimize disputes with customers. 

However, Ajose said he does worry that 
more customers will switch from cash to 
credit cards, which will affect his earnings 
because of the 5 percent service charge the 
credit card companies impose.

CINCINNATI Manager Ozzie Guillen doesn’t 
see any imminent trades for the White 
Sox. He’s preaching patience as his young 
players overcome growing pains while vet- 
erans recover from injuries. 

The youngsters fulfilled their comple- 
mentary roles Sunday to support seven 
shutout innings by Mark Buehrle, enabling 
the Sox to coast to a 4-1 victory over the 
Cincinnati Reds. 

The Sox (33-36) went 5-3 during an eight- 
game stretch in National League parks 
without the full-time services of desig- 
nated hitter Jim Thome and with fellow 
slugger Jermaine Dye limited by a strained 
left calf 

“I’m happy the way we finished without 
those guys in the lineup,” Guillen said. 
“Hopefully now with Thome back in the 
lineup, we’ll be stronger. When you have 
the DH, every lineup will be stronger, and 
we can take advantage of that.” 

Rookie third baseman Gordon Beckham 
was 8-for-27 (.296) in the eight games. He 
walked in the ninth inning Sunday and 
scored on Dewayne Wise’s double. 

Fellow rookie Chris Getz had his six- 
game hitting streak snapped, but he made 
a diving stop to retire Jay Bruce for the 
final out of the fourth. 

“When I got here, I struggled,” said 
Beckham, now hitting .196. “You take 
those first 13 at-bats (in which he went 
hitless), and it’s not too bad.”

FARMING DALE, N.Y. Halfway through his third round, 
Ricky Barnes had a six-shot lead and a smile to 
match in the U.S. Open.

You’ll find her at 
Leone Beach, a stretch that covers the lakefront 
from Juneway Terrace to Far well Avenue, including 
a main beach at Tbuhy Avenue as well as smaller 
street-end beaches.

So what’s the crowd like at 
Leone Beach? 

We have four beaches north of us 
that are all street ends, so we get a 
lot of people from Rogers Park. ... 
They usually live in the apartment 
buildings around the beaches. A lot 
of times we ll get kids who aren’t in 
camp or anything during the day 
so they just come down with their 
siblings to the beach. ... It’s a pretty 
diverse neighborhood. 

The weather hasn’t been so hot 
lately. How do lifeguards entertain 
themselves when no one’s around? 

We find ways. ... We actually have a 
floor hockey tournament going on 
between the lifeguards when they’re 
on their breaks. 

Floor hockey? Do you have a beach 
house or something? 

Yeah. Our beach house is one of the 
oldest buildings on the lakefront, 
actually. It used to be a pumping 
station for the village of Rogers Park. 
So we have a really nice beach house 
compared to some of the other 
beaches that have, like, trailers. 

Do you think the other guards are 
Jealous of your sweet beach house? 

Not really ... but when people get 
transferred here, they’re always sort 
of surprised that we have so much 
space. 

If you could give your beachgoers 
a piece of unsolicited advice, what 
would It be? 

We have a sandbar at some of our 
beaches, and we try to keep people 
off of it because once they get to It, 
they never want to come back in. It’s 


really frustrating because little kids 
don’t understand that it gets deeper 
before it gets shallow. 

Have you ever had to go out there 
and get someone off of It? 

Yeah, they don’t really like that. It’s 
happened a few times. 

Do you get a lot of people coming 
up to you and bugging you with 
questions? 

Most people’s questions have to do 
with the rules. ... We have a lot of 
[regulars who] think they’re, like, the 
best swimmers in the world. And 
they don’t understand why they can’t 
swim out to the buoy. ... It doesn’t 
matter how good of a swimmer you 
are. You have to obey the rules. 

Do you have a favorite beach? 

I do! Jarvis. fMuff/ed sounds in 
background] ... I’m being told that 
Jarvis sucks. 

Don’t listen to them. Tell me why 
Jarvis Is the best. 

It has the least rocks. We have natural 
sand, so it’s all mostly rocks, and 
[Jarvis Is] the least rocky and has a 
nice little park. 

Where would you work If you could 
be a lifeguard anywhere In the 
world? 

Ooh. Probably Australia. They have 
pretty bad-ass lifeguards. 

What are the qualifications for a 
bad-ass lifeguard, exactly? 

Being very good at your job, I guess. 
And they’re all super buff.

This season, the most important contestant for 
‘America’s Got Talent” isn’t competing on the show. 
She doesn’t even live in America. 

Susan Boyle is the frumpy, 48 -year-old Scottish 
singer who rocketed to international celebrity after 
surprising judges with her assured performance this 
spring on “Britain’s Got Talent.” Now the question 
is whether Boyle-mania will boost the popularity 
of ‘America’s Got Talent,” NBC’s sister program 
that starts its fourth season at 8 p.m. Tuesday The 
American and British versions are made by the 
same company, FremantleMedia. 

Executives already are counting on Boyle, who 
was the eventual runner-up on “Britain’s Got 
Talent.” One NBC promo starts with a shot of 
her singing on the British show— a video seen 
by tens of millions of viewers online— while a 
voice-over says, “This June, the international sen- 
sation comes home to America.” Viewers might 
need a second or two to register that the 
“sensation” being referred to is the “Got 
Talent” format, not Boyle. 

Calling her “the television equiva- 
lent of Viagra,” Piers Morgan, a judge 
on both the British and American ver- 
sions of “Got Talent,” says the producers 
are giving “serious consideration” to having 
Boyle appear in some fashion on the U.S. show 
“In terms of the potential effect she could have on 
ratings, the British show jumped nearly 50 percent 


because of Susan,” Morgan said in an interview. ‘And 
I believe the American show could do the same.” 

NBC’s Season 3 premiere drew 12.9 million total 
viewers, according to Nielsen Media Research. 
Simon Cowell, the ‘American Idol” judge who cre- 
ated the “Got Talent” format, told reporters in April 
that the show was a “sleeping giant” and that Boyle 
could help the program double or triple its ratings 
this season. 

But some analysts are skeptical about whether 
‘America’s Got Talent” will see any long-term ben- 
efit from Boyle, a shy woman who stunned judges 
with her powerful voice. Whether the show can 
find American contestants with similarly compel- 
ling back stories is an open question. In its first 
three seasons, none of the ‘America’s Got Talent” 
contestants sparked anything even close to Boyle’s 
popularity 

The American show’s previous winners— tween 
crooner Bianca Ryan, ventriloquist Terry Fator and 
operatic insurance salesman Neal E. Boyd— haven’t 
become household names in the vein of Boyle after 
winning the $i million prize. 

“It would be great to have a Susan Boyle,” said 
David Hasselhoff, who shares judging duties with 
Morgan and Sharon Osbourne. “I think it’s a won- 
derful story I think it’s great story because that 
story brings us together. It shows us we’re stuck up, 
judgmental and sometimes full of ourselves. She 
comes out there, appreciative to be there, and sings 
just about better than anyone on Earth.” 


America’s got Susan? 

“America’s Got Talent’’ producers have scoured 
the country for their own Susan Boyle. 

They auditioned hopefuls in Boston, New York, 
Miami, Chicago, Houston, Seattle and L.A., had 
an open call on the “Today” show for a wild-card 
contestant and also accepted submissions via the 
Internet. 

Among the acts the judges have seen so far 
this season that may reach Susan Boyle status 
stateside: 

» A trio of siblings called Voices of Glory who 
serenaded their comatose mother; 

» An impressive singer who said she was turned 
away from auditioning for a cruise line because 
of her appearance; 

» A chicken farmer who clucked one mean Garth 
Brooks tune, ap 


The program has a new host, actor and rapper 
Nick Cannon, who “brings a whole new vibe to the 
show,” according to Morgan. Jerry Springer, the 
previous host, announced earlier this year he would 
leave to pursue other projects. 

But all of that would pale beside any appearances 
Boyle, who ultimately lost “Britain’s Got Talent” 
to the dance group Diversity, might make on the 
show 

“When I die,” Morgan said, “the headline will be: 
Man Who Was In Susan Boyle’s TbuTube Clip Dies
